A Trip to Fortress Monroe. 



On the afternoon of the 24th of 

March. *we started down the Totomac 
aboard the splendid steamer " Ceorge 
Hcary," for Fortress Monroe. Our 
health and spirits were excellent, our 
hopes high, and all the excitement 
and fatigues of the examination of 
the "J 1st, Had and vj;id. banished from 
our mind. In fifteen minutes we 
passed the ancient and historic city 
of Alexandria. 

From the boat one may look in 
whatever direction he likes. On a 
hill in the centre of the town near the 
river, stands a venerable looking man- 
sion in which Gen. Braddook had his 
headquarters when starting on the 
memorable campaign of the French 
and Indian War. Beyond it rises 
Christ's Church, which was founded 
in 177;?. and where Washington wor- 
shipped. A square further on, we 
descried the old City Hotel, where 
Washington used to lodge. The 
" Washington Free School" is also a 
relic of the munificence of the illus- 
trious patriot, and is situated on the 
road leading to Mount Vernon. The 
building is still in the same condition 
as when the school was founded by 
Washington, except, that a part of the 
roof has been repaired.

The next morning found us in 
sight of a green hill, crowned with 
masonry, bristling with guns ;V,'.d. 
with the national Hag floating proud- 
ly above if. This was Fortress 
Monroe ; and the picture it presented 
on that morning is one which, once 
seen, is not likely to be soon forgot- 
ten. 

Fortress Monroe is located on a 

narrow strip of laud projecting oul 
into Chesapeake Bay, commending 
an exquisite view. It was established 
in 1S17,' during the administration of 
Monroe, for the defence of Hampton 
Bonds, the water approach to Norfolk, 
and the Gosporl navy-yard. It cov- 
ers an area of eighty acres and con- 
tains within it a number of detached 
buildings, such as barracks for 

officers and soldiers, officers, store- 
houses^ buildings for the artillery 
school, a chapel, etc. Such a charm- 
ing village is seldom seen ; its 
streets are neatly kept ; lovely flower- 
gardens bloom in front of the houses ; 
sidewalks are tastefully laid and shad- 
ed by trees. While roaming about 
the quiet place one would fancy him- 
self in a peaceful village rather than 
a historic fort. 

The fort is constructed of stone 
and earth in an irregular form, so that 
in case of an attack one side may 
t the other. 1 1 is surrounded 
by a ditch, or moat, eight feet deep, 
exterior to which there mated 

battery. The water all .around the 
fort being salt, rain water is Collected 
into a sort of reservoir, oi cistern, 
that the fort may he supplied with 
fresh water. 

In addition to the defences above 
named, there has been commenced 
another structure one mile distant, in 
the bay. '' It was made by driving 
schooners loaded with stones and 
dropping the stones into the water un- 
til a sufficient amount was placed

Strolling three miles along the 
beach, wo came to a huge building 
with a cupola, in a tine situation. It 
was built and used as a college for fe- 
males before the war. Over seven 
hundred Union veterans now haves 
comfortable home here. Near to the 
Soldier's Home is a cemetery, where 
lie buried 8,000 men who fell during 
the war, and where a lino momument 
has been erected to their memory. 

The next place to visit was the 
Hampton Institute for Colored Youth 
and Indians. It is a handsome large 
brick edifice in the French style of 
architecture. It has an attendance 
of 240 colored and 62 Indian stu- 
dents. There are several shops for 
practical training, tho idea being to 
train the students for the earnest 
work of lifo. 

We were kindly shown by a clerk 
through the shops, where we found a 
company of thirty young braves, in 
aprons instead of blankets, working 
away each at his chosen trade. The 
trades started thus far are carpenter- 
ing, black8mithing, tinning, shoes 
making, wagon-making, etc. One is 
learning the care of the engine (made 
and presented to the Institute by 
Corliss). The other students are em- 
ployed in various outside jobs of farm- 
ing. They seem to handle their tools, 
with great facility. 

Our only regret is that our time 
was so limited ; yet tho most pleaant 
part of our visit was the conversation 
in writing with the Indian girls. 
We began the interview by asking 
ono of them : 

" What is your name?" 
" My name is Joseph,

We are enabled this week to give 
the particulars of the fatal accident at 
the Borne Institution, on the 13th 
rest The victim', as we before men- 
tioned, was Annie E. Curtis, of 
Watertown, N. Y. She was found 
dead in the dumb waiter at six o'clock 
on Sunday morning. It was first 
thought that her neck was broken, 
bat apon examination it was believed 
she was choked to death. At the 
main building there is a dumb wp;*er 
"Xd fe" *h* /^--sisSee of the cul- 
inary department. This was between 
two rooms, one being the china closet. 
Annie was very fond of sugar, and 
was in the habit of providing herself 
with it whenever an opportunity of- 
fered. She wae very weak-minded, 
and a close watch was usually kept 
upon her. It is thought that she at- 
tempted to get from one room to an- 
other by crawling through the dumb 
waiter for the purpose of obtaining 
■agar, and as soon as her weight 
rested on the waiter it ran down, and 
the board on the side of it came in 
contact with her neck and choked her 
to death. The manner in which the 
waiter caught her formed a regular 
trap, and mast have killed the un- 
fortunate girl almost instantly. Be- 
ing both deaf and dumb she could 
not make any outcry for help. She 
was seventeen years old. Her re- 
mains were removed to her home on 
Monday, the 14th inst., for burial. 
The coronor's verdict attaches no 
blame to the management of the In- 
stitution

Promptly 
at half past ten the wodding party 
enterod the chapel. Miss Mary Dun- 
dan, of this city, acted as bridesmaid, 
and Mr. W. F. Frazior, brother of (he 
groom, as groomsman.

LEADVILLE ITEMS. 



Editor Deaf-Mitk's Joi unal : — 
Having dm time st the mi 

ing of the Leadville Typographical 
Union I think a sketch of what I 
saw in the carbonate camp, if you 
will allow it to be published in your! 
valuable paper, will be of into 
to your St. Louis readers. I left 1 
Denver on the 552d of hist April, after 
having bade adieu to several deaf- 
mute friends there. I'art of the 
route lay through the celebrated Ar- 
kansas Uanon, where the scenery is 
very beautiful. In due time I an 
at Beuna Vista, Col., a growing min- 
ing camp. After waiting some t 
the stage came along that was to take 
us to Leadville, about thirty-six miles 
away on this side of the Arkansas 
Iiiver Valley. The stage was crowd- 
ed with passengers bound for the 
mines. We crossed the summit of 
the mountains at the height of 10,000 
feet above the sea level. We passed 
a large number of freight w» 
drawn by eight or twelve horses which 
could hardly draw the loads across 
the mountains. A large number of 
dead horses and cattle were passed 
along the line. A great crowd 
as on our arrival, some of whom were 
on the lookout for friends or rela- 
tives. Our passengers' clothes wen 
covered with dust and our faces 
were as black as a negro's, and all 
were tired of riding. We had been 
on the stage ten hours. 

There are three hundred arrivals 
here every day, and 76 stage 
come in from Beuna Vista, Ten Mile, 
and other points, daily. I have spent 
a good time in visiting the Carbonate 
Metropolis. Leadville is not one of 
the finest cities in the world ; but it 
is one of the greatest and ri' 
mining camps in the world. It con- 
tains 85,000 inhabitants, it has in- 
creased in population a hundred fold 
since the discovery of the gold, silver 
and lead mines two years ago, and 
the people have increased as if by 
magic. There are hundreds of mincH 
in and around the city. Thousands 
of new houses are in the course of 
erection, and hundreds of blocks are 
crowded with houses and cabins 
already built. Only the principal 
streets, Harrison Ave. and Chestnut 
Street, have sidewalks, and these are 
made of wood. Harrison Ave. is a 
nice broad street, and there are many 
stores on this avenue which are doing 
a good business. They are all num- 
bered from 1 to 2000. The nurn 
arepasted on the doors. 

There are a great number of gam- 
bling saloons in the camp, they 
are open all night and day. The new 
jail is now full of prisoners chai 
with fighting, shooting and ha 
weapons in their possession.

Printers have never, we think, re- 
ceived due appreciation for the honor- 
able confidence which they have pre- 
served in regard to the secrets with 
which they have necessarily been in- 

l. Such :i ease as this often hap- 
pens. An article in a newspaper or 
magazine makes what is called a "ten- 
ia! ion." It is entirely nm nyrn 'its, 

and public curiosit v is OZCitod to I be 
utmost, to discover the name of its 

author. The writer may be a cabinet 

minister, B high ollieial. a coin tier, 
oi' any of the I hoii.-and and one per- 
ivlio, if he were suspected of 
writing for the press, would at once 
lose his position, his office peilmps 

his reputation. On the other hand the 
write.- may be a struggling author, a 
hard working journalist, or a mi re Ii 

terary amateur. In any ease his secret 

is preserved; his anonymity is 
lonf; as it is confided to the printers. 
Some years ago there was a 

stir made about a book entitled " t£oce 

Homo." It was aciever work and had 
had an unexampled success. "Who is 
the author?" was the question on 
everybody's lips. Some seme of per- 
sons were named, and they repudiated 

their participation in it. All sorts of 
conjectures were hazarded, s,nd no 
doubt large sums would have beei 
en by several oondueton of journals 

for authentic informal ion as to the 
nain'-ol l In' author. Yet I he name was 
known to a master printer, his i.ver 
seer, and at least some oi i.iie OOTOp si 
tors, but it nrat neve, i« c ah.d. \V acn 
the name was published, it was not 
through the instrumentality of the 
printers, but entirely Independent "I 
them. They had faithfully kept their 

secret. 

Going back a few years, the author- 
ship ol the " Waverly Novels" may be 
referred to as a remarkable incident of 
literary history. Sii Waller Scott's 
authorship, although known to twenty 
ns, including a number oi printers, 
was so well concealed that the great 
novelist could not even, in his match 
less vocabulary, find words of praise 
sufficient to express the sense of his 
grateful acknowledgement and won 

dering admiration tor the matchless 

fidelity with which the secret had been 
preserved. 

There is another species of secrecy — 

that relating to the careful supervision 

ol Confidential public documents, books 
printed for secret societies, and the an 
thorship of articles or pamphlets, as 
already referred to, which has been 
honorably maintained. When 
treatises arc published in newspapers 
the copy is obtained from some leaky or 
venal ollieial, anil not from any of the 
i up or work off the 
original. A case of this kind occurred 
a year or two ago, wherein a eon ven 
lion between this country and another 
power was revealed to one of the eve 

newspaper*. In the foreign office, 

at Whitehall, there is a regular staff of 
printers always at work, and if these 
men liked they might let out secrets of 
the most momentoiiH kind, any one ot 
which would perhaps, in these days of 
journalistic competition, be worth a few 
hundred pounds, but such a den-he 
tion of duty has never yet o. mi red ; if 
was a clerk, and not a compositor, who 
betrayed his trust. 

Most honorable to the profession is 
the story of Harding, the punter, who 
bravely bore imprisonment rather than 
reveal the authorship of the celebrated 
" Drapier " letters. The printer sat in 
his cell calmly refusing I he entreaties 
of his friends to divulge the name of the 

writer. Dean Swift, a church magnate, 
and a great wit, who dressed hlmseli 
in the disguise of a low Irish peasant, 
and sat by, listening to the noble re 
fusal and the tender import unities, 
only anxious that DO word or glance 
from the unfortunate printer should 
reveal the Se cret . Swift was bent 
solely upon securing his own safety at 
the expense of he printer ; he cowed 
before the legal danger which Harding 
boldly confronted. The world has 

unequally allotted the meed of fame to 

the two combatants. The wit and the 

printer both fought the battle for the 

liberty of the press, until the sense of 
an outraged Community released the 

typographer from the pari] so nobly 
encountered

or of a printer not to disclose, either 
wantonly or from .lives, the
